From the regilters of pragtice at the Difpenfary of Edinburgh, it ap- 
pears, that upwards of four thoufand indigent inhabitants have been fap- 
plied with advice and medicines gratis, at this charity, Gince ener 
blifiment in November 1776.. Of thefe, one thonfand and twenty-fix 
have received relic? during the courfe of laft year, whofe cafes were im- 
Proper for Hofpital treatment; many of whom, it is to be obferved, 
though now reduced to poverty, were once in a fituation to beftow on 
others that charity which they now folicit for themfelvcs, ‘ 

Wiiile thefe benefits, derived from this inftiturion, alt give genuine 
fatisfadtion to thof who have already contributed, it is haped they will 
alfy recomapend it to the atgution of many cthers, whe areenabled. by 
their circamMarices in life, and prompted by their feclings,. t9 fend said 
io alleviating the tuffcrings of thofe at once oppicfied, both with pover- 
ty and ficknefs.
